A. Specific Requests 


Actors Ensemble requests thats: 


1. The Berkeley City Council renew its contract with Actors Ensemble 
to manage the Live Oak Theater from October 1981 through Septem- 
bervrigo2. 


2. The decision to renew be made by August 1, 1981, so that we may 
make theater bookings for November and December. 


3. The City continue to cover costs of utilities and major building 
repairs. 


B. Commitment by Actors Ensemble 
Actors Ensemble wills 
1. Maintain operation of the Live Oak Theater Series by: 


a. Employing a part-time Technician. 

b. Being responsible, together with the City of Berkeley, for seeing 
that the Theater is managed and maintained in a safe and responsible 
manner for the benefit of performing artists and their audiences. 

c. Managing the programming and financing of the Live Oak Theater Series, 
utilizing the advice of the Review Committee (see Appendix B) in 
regard to theater bookings. 


2. Produce four plays per year in the Live Oak Theater. (It should be 
noted that Actors Ensemble has been producing plays in Live Oak Theater 
for the last 17 of their 24-year existence.) 


3. Finance the Live Oak Theater Series by: 


a. Contributing $6000 (the eauivalent of a $500 per month rental.) 
b. Reinvesting revenue from the Live Oak Theater Series. 
c. Raising funds through special activities and direct mail solicitation. 


Cre Background of Proposal 


For the past three years Actors Ensemble has been managing Live Oak 
Theater for the City of Berkeley. Each year we have received a $15,000 
grant from the City. (This was half the amount on which the theater had 
previously operated.) 

During the 1980-1981 season, Actors Ensemble supplemented the LOT 
budget by replacing the main drape in the theater and purchasing safety 
chains for all the lighting instruments and new stools for the dressing rooms. 
The Board is currently exploring the possibilities for recarpeting and 
reupholstering the theater. In addition, Actors Insemble employs a part-time 
maintenance man to keep the theater clean and safe. Actors Imsemble is 
responsible, with BACA, for the storage area in Live Oak Park, and has 
appointed one of its members to take responsibility for its upkeep.

History 


During the Summer of 1978 the City of Berkeley, responding to 
budgetary cutbacks prompted by Proposition 13, terminated staff 
and funds for the Open Theatre Series at Live Oak Theatre. Actors 
Ensemble of Berkeley, expressing concern for the continuing use of 
the Theatre by serious, disciplined performers, applied for and 
received a modest grant from the City to reinstate a performing 
arts program. Currently authorized through September 30, 1981, 
this program is known as the Live Oak Theatre Series and consists 
of three segments, alternating with productions staged by Actors 
Ensemble. Segment dates for the 1980-1981 Series are: 


#1: Nove 7, 1980 - Jan. 17, 1981 (application deadline 8/15/80) 
#II: Feb. 21, 1981 - May 2, 1981 (application deadline 12/1/80) 
#III: June 5, 1981 - Sept. 27, 1981 (application deadline 3/15/81) 


Philosophy 

Actors Ensemble has set forth certain goals to help clarify the 
kind of program and performer most suitable for the Live Oak 
Theatre Series. These goals are: 


- To encourage the greatest possible involvement of Berkeley 
Community and Greater Bay Area audiences and artists ina 
diversified offering of representitive art forms including 
dance, drama and music. 


- To remain open to contrasting artistic philosophies and forms, 
and to promote both the traditional and the innovative, the 
educational as well as the entertaining; to encourage expression 
from all Community voices - ethnic, economic and cultural. 


- To actively solicit participation from lesser known and/or 
newly formed groups whose presentations reflect serious artistic 
commitment. 


Funding 

Because City funding is not sufficient to cover operational and 
staffing costs, it is necessary to require a use fee of $35 or 

40 ¢g per audience member, whichever is greater, per performance. 
This fee is inflexible and must be applied to all performers 
regardless of audience size or solicited contribution. An initial 
deposit of $50 is to be paid at the time the contract is signed. 
This deposit covers the use of the Theatre Technician and all 
Theatre equipment during performance($35) and a $15 cleaning deposit. 
Rehearsal time, if necessary, is $5 an hour, limited to 5 hours per 
group, to be arranged and paid for in advance. 


The Theatre is available for limited use by groups involved in 
non-jaudience oriented activities (club meetings, performances 
classes, ect.)

As the time approaches for your appearance at Live Oak Theater, 
let me take this opportunity to welcome you once again and remind 
you that you should be hearing soon from our technician, Richard 
Bloom, regarding arrangements for any rehearsal time you have re- 
quested. In the interest of organization and efficiency before, 
during, and after your performance(s), I would like to call your 
attention to the following concerns, most of which are outlined 
in the “General Rules” section. of.your. contract: 


- Curtain times have been uniformly established at 8:00 (evening) 
and 2:00 (matinee) to avoid confusion among audiences. This is to 
your advantage ultimately, since it will discourage late arrivals 
who thought curtain was at the quarter- or half= hour. Please try 

to adjust your own- schedule so that you are ready to open the box 
office by 7:30 (1:30 matinee) and the house no later than 7:45 (1:45 
matinee). 

-The City Fire Marshall has recently made it clear that there will 
be no more audience members in the house than can be seated in the 
permanent chairs. Therefore, you can not sell more than 156 ad- 
missions. Unfortunately we cannot allow additional seating or stand- 
ing in the aisles. To facilitate your count of viewers, we will 
furnish the proper number of roll tickets for each of your performances 
(available when you arrive at the theater). It is very important 

we have your cooperation on this matter, since even one over-=sold 
house could mean the termination of the Series. 

- There is to be no smoking, eating, or drinking in the auditoriun. 
Further, there is to be no smoking backstage, or in the dressing 
rooms. A Berkeley ordinance forbids smoking in the front lobby; aud- 
ijence and performers must go outside to smoke. No refreshments are 
to be sold in the lobby,and no food or drink is allowed in the 
theatre. To this end, and to generally insure against patron 
confusion or misunderstanding, it is essential that you furnish at 
least one, preferably two, front-of-house staff in addition to box 
office personnel. Though a Live Oak representative will be on hand 
to assist with problems, we are not able to furnish ushers or security 
people, and must rely on your understanding and cooperation to keep 
performances orderly. 

-There will be a $15.00 cleaning deposit,paid at the time you sign 
your contract. To insure that the house is clean and orderly for 

the next group, it is very important that you arrange for some of 
your staff and/or company to help in the general clean-up of the 
house, lobby, and dressing rooms after each performance. With sev- 
eral people helping, the job is an easy one and goes quickly: your 
deposit will then be refunded.
